The llyades are in th* 
foiebead of Taurus, while the I’leiidesare in hi. 
neck. Two stare at out ten degree* furtlier east, 
film the tips of his horns. 

Hut the tonal dla i ion of the evening is Orion, 
whi. h has just pa-sid the meridian a little lowei 
doan. Ihe th'ee stars which gein his famou 
v— It have been obeervid by every dul l, as wd 
as the brilliant Betelguese ar.d Belatrix in hi: 
sbouldet-, ai d Kigel and Saiph in his right knee 
and left fxit. Armed with a most formidable 
club mil the -kin of a lion, he i. prepared to le 
f**ll a must lusty atrike on the Bull's bead, if hi 
should happen to misa the eye. I Irion is the onli 
constell.it ioa mentioned in the Sacred W'ri.lngs, 
and Arcturus the only tingle star; hut the lattei 
l* not t isible so early in the evening. Two hour, 
later it may bo seen, a le v brilliant object to th- 
north of ea-t, forming a most beautiful curve 
with the handle 1 1 the ilipper, or, if vou prefer

lulv. The stars Sirius, Procyon. Pollux, Castor. 
.Me- keiina. an i Cap«lla form a curve which will 
e read !y recognii'd. 

Ps'.-ing down tbe eclip’ic towards the Hast, the 
planets Jupiter and Saturn are «ern in the con- 
b -lls i -n Ic-o, each sliout eight degrees from the 
star Ke idu,-. which is nearly in a straight line 
betwien them. Jufi er it (>c brightest ol.ject in 
tl-> heaver.-- at that h- ur: while Saiurn looks like 
a-’arrfthe first magnitude. B >th these hm e 
ueaiiy c< inplet-d tbeir retrograde courses for the 
year, and will soon appear to come to a stand still 
and then to proceed slowly F.astwaid among tbe 
stars. Three months ago Ju| iter wa- scarcely one 
degree distant from Regulus; w hile .Saturn was 
nearly twicoas furfrem ilasal present. Both are 
row at their rhortert distance from the earth, be- 
ing n curly iu opposition to the Sun; but have al- 
ready begun to move off. IVhen tiling exactly 
at .uu-e‘. Jupiter was distant less than four hun- 
dred. ar.d Saturn a little over eight bundled mil- 
lion* ot mile-. A glass with a magnifying pow- 
er of twenty or thirty can detect tho moons and 
belts of the king of ihe planet-; but it requires 
one of much higher power to observe the moons 
and tings of Niturn. 

The constellations to which w-e have referred 
are for the must pa-t near tbe central belt of the 
heaven*, but tbe circumpolar clusters are almost 
equally brilliant. See in the northeast, the Great 
Boar, with Dubhe and Merak in bis tiunk, ever 
pointing toward the North Pole. The Little Bear 
Contain* another quadrilateral terminating in a 
t iii, whn*e tip i* the veritable Pole itself (Cvno- 
*ura). Unl.k-i hi* lirger uanes.ii.e s the tail of 
Ursa Minor stand* nearly erect, a* small men 
heve a far higher notion of the merit of perpen- 
diculari v than their taller neighbors. Passing 
the U a goner on our course westward, we te.-hold 
IVraeu* with hi* sword drawn, a larger cluster of 
rather iniilfrrt n* *t ir* f.-rn.ing this group. Then 
com* Andromenu and Cassi- peia the latter a l>eau- 
tiful constellation on th* point of setting, or rath- 
er of touching ihe horizon, for it never disappears 
in this latitude, any more thau the others named 
in this paragraph. B low tha Polar star are Ue- 
plieus and the Dragon with its half d -ten horrid 
c dis; hut tbe teveral st ra coin| using these are 
not of extraordinary brilliancy. 

I’- 8. — We hud almost forgotten tootiserve that 
the I-Iinet Mercury is now visible in the West for 
a *h -rt time after > unset, where it shines with a 
silvery lustre, brighter than a star of the first 
magnitude. \ onus may still tie nt**erved in the 
Ks«l a ti tle before sunrise, hut will shortly dis- 
appear, not to emerge out of thesclar rave, on the 
opposite side, ref ere midsummer.
